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REPORT 


His Excellency, M. A. Otero, Govcrnor of New Mexico: 

Sir. In presenting this report I desire to say that during 
the past two years pharmacy’ has made marked advance in 
the territory, both in the number of pharmacists registered, 
and in compliance with the pharmacy laws by registered. 

The number of registered pharmcists has increased from 
96 in 1902 to 154 in 1904 (afew of whom have not renewed 
their certificates for the current year to this date). 

The passage of the amendment to the pharmacy law by the 
35th Legislative Assembly has been of great value, to the 
board in providing more funds with which to carry on the 
work, and to the pharmacists in stopping violations of the 


- law. 


During the session of the American Pharmaceutical As- 
sociation at Kansas City September 5th to 9th (to which the 
secretary was a delegate) there was organized an ‘‘Associa- 
tion of Boards of Pharmacy," the object being to secure 
uniform examinations by the various state boards and inter- 
State registration. The New Mexieo Board, recognizing the 
great amount of good to be derived from such an organization, 
has joined the association, and willdoits share toward se- 
curing a higher qualification in the education of would-be 
registered pharmacists and in the other objects for which 
this association was formed.
